stated in the bulletin of Septem- 
ber 1958. (A national committee 
is studying the value of essay 
contests). If desired, a list of the 
activities typical of those re 
ferred to can be provided by the

\ssociation. The officers or any 
members of the Association will 


gladly give more detailed informa- 
tion, It is not implied that all 
activities should be prohibited, but 
that there should be some method 
of control in order that the schools 
may be allowed to give full atten- 
tion to their regular programs of 
instruction, uSing such aids as 
may be useful at the time. 

“The attached list of pupil ac- 
tivities, not to mention the hours 
that are spent watching T.V., sup- 
port the fact that schools have 
more competition for the time and 
interest of pupils than has ever 
been true in the past.
